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Planning and Development Issues, 
M-NCPPC Study Occupy Council 


APB Reviews Parcel 15, 
Sunrise Development Plans

Two newly proposed development projects were review¬ 
ed by the city’s Advisory Planning Board (APB) on Thurs¬ 
day, February 11, and will be discussed at the next city 
council meeting on February 22. Plans for developing 
Parcel 15 near the lake park were approved by APB but 
plans for three high-rise office buildings on the Sunrise 
property were rejected.

Issues of development, af¬ 
fecting both Greenbelt East 
and the original core of the 
city, again dominated the 
city council meeting of Mon¬ 
day, February 8. Coming 
road relocations and inter¬ 
changes, and interactions 
with the county planning 
board, were briefly discus¬ 
sed. The meeting also saw a 
councilmember berate his 
fellow council members for 
rejecting his previous re¬ 
quest to postpone a vote on 
a major development issue 
until he could be present. 
Greenbelt East itself is called 
“New Greenbelt” in a design 
study by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (M-NCPPC) which will 
be communicated by the Park 
and Planning staff to the public 
in a coming presentation. 

At the request of the city M- 
NCPPC carried out a study of 
existing, approved or proposed 
developments in Greenbelt East, 
and suggested “potential unify¬ 
ing features” such as green ar¬ 
eas and pathways which could 
be used as guidance by develop¬ 
ers. The study notes, however, 
that “given the level of devel¬ 
opment that has already occur¬ 
red in this area, any planning 
(now) will have to be supple¬ 
mental. The council was in a- 
greement that the study should 
be publicly discussed, and on a 
motion by councilmember An¬ 
toinette Bram decided to hold 
a public presentation in Green¬ 
belt East where the document 
will be of most direct interest. 

Roads 

Impending roadway changes 
which will directly affect original 
G*Genbelt are the imminent wid¬ 
ening of Greenbelt Road at the 
Haiti more-Washing ton Parkway 
and a new interchange at that 
intersection. The rerouting of 
a portion of Crescent Road, 
Ridge Road and Mandan Road is 
under discussion as a conse¬ 
quence of communications with 
the county government. The lat¬ 
ter topic has been before the 
City’s Advisory Planning Board 
(APB), and a petition by Ruth 
Katsner has suggested a public 
hearing. The staff recommend¬ 
ed that a decision on what po¬ 
sition the city should take on 
such rerouting be postponed 
“until council can review the 
entire master plan”. This was 
agreed to by council on a formal 
motion by councilmember Thom¬ 
as X. White. On the Greenbelt 
Road - Parkway interchange, 
White again urged that a public 
meeting be held to inform citi¬ 
zens since they “were not ful¬ 
ly informed regarding the Ken- 
ilworth-Greenbelt Road intersec¬ 
tion.” City Planning and Develop¬ 
ment coordinator Celia Wilson 
agreed such a meeting would 
be “timely” and suggested two 


involved county officials who 
could be invited. The public 
meeting was authorized by 
council. 

Council had recently voted to 
amend city covenants to allow a 
third large office building — 
“Commerce Center III” — to be 
built on Hanover Parkway, next 
to the present five-story Com¬ 
merce Center I office building at 
Greenbelt Road. Councilmember 
Joseph Isaacs had been unable 
to attend the earlier meeting and 
had asked that a vote on the 
issue be delayed. He now lec¬ 
tured his colleagues on what he 
viewed as their “precipitious” ac¬ 
tion in his absence, in view of 
their “commitment to open space 
and reduced development during 
the recent (election) campaign”. 
He noted that ‘“The city’s own 
Advisory Planning Board object¬ 
ed to the . , . building” and re¬ 
quested that the original motion 
to approve the building be re¬ 
considered to avoid amending 
the original covenants. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld responded by 
suggesting that Isaacs put the 
request on the agenda as an 
item to be considered at a future 
meeting. 

North End Center 

Betty Timer of the Citizens for 
North End Center (CNEC) ap¬ 
peared before council to “share 
our concerns (about) the pro¬ 
posed plans” for the Center. She 
noted that as presently planned, 
senior facilities and child day¬ 
care facilities will be very close 
to each other, which could re¬ 
sult in generally unfavorable 
conditions (such as noise) for 
the seniors. Timer also pointed 
out that “There’s no place in this 
plan for the artists of Green¬ 
belt” even though the CNEC sur- 


The Greenbelt Post Office will 
no longer be open for window 
service on Wednesday afternoons. 
As of this week, window service 
will be available from 8:30 a.m. 
to noon on that day. Caller and 
parcel pick-up service will not 
be affected. Mail delivery will 
continue as usual, including Ex¬ 
press Mail deliveries on Satur¬ 
days, Sundays and holidays - 
Mail collection on Sunday, how¬ 
ever will be eliminated. 

Reductions in retail window 
service will be made at 71 South¬ 
ern Maryland and 8 District of 
Columbia post offices. This 10 
percent reduction results from 
the Omnibus Budget Reconcilia¬ 
tion Act which mandates nation¬ 
wide cuts in postal operational 
spending of $430 million and 
$815 million in capital outlays 
during the next 20 months. Ac¬ 
cording to the Southern Mary- 
land/D.C. postal Division Gen¬ 
eral Manager/Postmaster Esther 
J. Richards these cost-reducing 
changes were made in ways 
which are least likely to affect 
customers, such as eliminating 
low-usage hours. Only one-third 


vey showed that most residents 
polled want such an artists’ cen¬ 
ter. She urged also that the 
existing second-story structure on 
the school not be torn down. 
She felt that the county-requir¬ 
ed number of parking spaces 
(170) was too much. 

Council members showed in¬ 
terest in her comments, with 
White and Isaacs indicating 
support for revision of the pre¬ 
sent plans. City manager James 
K. Giese felt “it would be pre¬ 
mature to revise the plans be- 
for actually getting funding.” 1 
Later in the meeting a motion 
was passed only “to give guid¬ 
ance to the architect.” 

Greenway Center 
Council, and especially Weid¬ 
enfeld, expressed annoyance at 
the report that an additional 
restaurant, to be called the Sil¬ 
ver Diner, will be buil at Green¬ 
way Center next to the Standard 
Federal bank building. Wilson 
reported that APB was review¬ 
ing this proposal for a 16,COO- 
square-foot establishment facing 
Greenbelt Road, which would 
serve beer and wine. Weidenfeld 
remarked that “there are (now) 
so many restaurants, you can’t 
park.” Bram asked Wilson whe¬ 
ther the city could oppose the 
plans on grounds of there could 
be an argument against inade¬ 
quate parking, to which Wilson 
replied, “On paper they do meet 
(parking) requirements.” Wil¬ 
son added that the owners say 
this will be the last develop¬ 
ment on the property. 

Roosevelt Center 
Wilson reported that in city 
discussions with design archt- 
tcts Coffin and Coffin, on the 
scope of work to be done in con-

of the operational savings will 
come from internal cutbacks in 
travel, training, purchase of sup¬ 
plies and services and other ad- 
minstrative expenses. 

Of the operational adjustments 
taking place locally, two will 
come from services that directly 
affect customers. Two-thirds will 
have visible impact: The elimin¬ 
ation of mail collections and out¬ 
going mail processing on Sun¬ 
day and the reduction in window 
service hours. 

Convenient alternatives to 
window service introduced or ex¬ 
panded during the past two 
years include: lobby vending 
equipment, self-service units. 
Stamps by Mail, postal contract 
stations, expanded hours at se¬ 
lected area facilities and the 
availability of face value stamp 
booklets at commercial retailers. 

Nearby post offices that will 
be open Wednesday afternoons 
are the North College Park 
Branch, 9591 Baltimore Ave. and 
the Glenn Dale post office, 7003 
Glenn Dale Rd, Both of these 
offices will be closed on Thurs¬ 
day afternoons instead. 


Parcel 15 is located north of 
the Beltway and south of the 
lake park, Charlestowne North 
and Charlestowne Village. The 
10 acres closest to the lake park 
were deeded by the developer to 
the city in an agreement reach¬ 
ed earlier with the city council. 

On the remainder of the parcel 
there will be a staggered line of 
townhouse-commercial office 
buildings situated parallel to the 
Beltway to serve as a noise buf¬ 
fer. Between these and Charles¬ 
towne North will be 100 residen¬ 
tial townhouses. 

At its meeting on January 20, 
APB had reviewed the site plan 
for the development and request¬ 
ed some changes. The addition of 
a 10 foot strip of landscaping 
along the Beltway was one of 
the changes. A berm will have to 
be built on the edge of the 10 
acres deeded to the city to furth¬ 
er reduce the noise from the 
Beltway. 

This site plan, showing what 
the actual development will look 
like, will go to the county plan¬ 
ning board on Feb. 25, one of the 
last steps before construction 
can begin. 

Sunrise 

A plan for three high-rise of¬ 
fice buildings plus multi-level 
garages for the Sunrise property 
was rejected by APB. This re¬ 
vision showed two stories less 
per building than an earlier plan. 
The buildings are now proposed 
to be nine to 11 stories high and 
encompass 500,225 square feet of 
office space. 

The Sunrise property is a 10- 
acre tract located along Hanover 
Parkway south of the Maryland 
Trade Center Park. A three- 
acre parcel lies between it and 
the Greenway Village Apart¬ 
ments. The land is currently 
zoned for R-10 high-rise apart¬ 
ments, and would require a zon¬ 
ing change for high-rise office 
buildings. 

After a lengthy discussion, a 
motion was passed by APB re¬ 
jecting the concept plan based on 
concerns over excess traffic, the 
density of the project, and whe¬ 
ther this project would be com¬ 
patible with the neighborhood. 

The developer’s attorney, Rus¬ 
sell Shipley, admitted it was 
obvious that traffic was already 
heavy in the east part of Green¬ 
belt and that any project would 
add to this. He said a traffic 
study showed that the office 
buildings would have the same 
traffic impact as the high-rise 
apartment building, the other 
project the owner is considering 
for the property, 

Ruth Kastner, citing a traffic 
table from a booklet put out by 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, said 
about five times more traffic 
would be created by the com¬ 
mercial structures as opposed to 
an apartment building. 

The city’s Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Coordinator Celia Wil¬ 
son said that the latest traffic 
study was that done by the Mark 
Vogel Company for development 
of Magnolia Farms (next to Doc¬ 
tor’s Hospital). That study 
showed the Hanover Parkway- 


Greenbelt Road intersection 
would get a failing grade with¬ 
out a soluition like Vogel’s rec¬ 
ommendation of a third left- 
hand-turn lane onto Greenbelt 
Road. APB members expressed 
the wish to see a further traffic 
study done. 

An artist’s rendering of the 
three office buildings, as seen 
from the Beltway, showed that 
the multi-level garages would be 
screened from view by the trees. 
The office buildings would be vis¬ 
ible above the trees. APB mem¬ 
bers liked the fact that the ga¬ 
rages would be screened from 
view at least for part of the 
year. But, as APB member Bob- 
bi McCarthy said, it is still like 
a monolith, but less of a mono¬ 
lith, to which APB member Gary 
Cohn retorted that would make 
it look like the skyline of Los 
Angeles rather than New York. 

Shipley pointed out tnas be¬ 
cause of the configuration of the 
buildings most of the trees 
would be retained if office build¬ 
ings are built, but most of the 
trees would be removed if apart¬ 
ment buildings were built. 

Prime Cable Raises 
Installation Charge 

The city staff has learned re¬ 
cently that Prime Cable of 
Maryland has instituted a mas¬ 
sive $150 charge for service in¬ 
stallation to homes wishing to 
obtain the lowest-priced service 
tier, the Universal tier. In ad¬ 
dition the Universal Tier will 
cost $3 per month. By contrast, 
the installation charge for 
Prime’s next higher level of 
service, the Cable Plus Tier, is 
only $15. with a $15.95 monthly 
charge. 

The difference in installation 
charges is significant and city 
staff is conducting further in¬ 
vestigations into the situation.

COUNCIL cont. from page 1 
nection with planned renovation 
of the Centerway area, it was 
agreed that an earlier proposal 
by the firm did not include side¬ 
walk design and that the nropos- 
al should also be expanded to 
include storm drainage planning. 
The staff supported a revised 
hourly fee basis, and asked 
council to give its approval. 
Isaacs expressed doubt, saying 
“We were promised (results) 
some time back ... an hourly 
basis of payment might be a 
blank check”; but when Giese 
argued “I feel it's a fair arrange¬ 
ment, where things are not clear¬ 
ly known," the suggested approv¬ 
al was formally given. 

Giese also noted that renova¬ 
tion of the outdoor pool “is doing 
fine, it will be done by May 1 — 
our architect is pleased wi:h the 
work that's been done,” Council 
member Edward Putens compli¬ 
mented him with “Good job, 
Jim.” 

Other Items 

• At the beginning of the 
meeting, a petition was received 
from the Fraternal Order of Po¬ 
lice to hold a work session with 
council on the city's 1988-89 
budget, 

• Because of differences with the 
owners of the Smith-Ewing pro¬ 
perty, the original cost of 
$375,000 to be assessed to the 
property owners by the city for 
constructing Glen Ora Drive 
will be increased to an im¬ 
mediate cost of $525,000, to be 
raised in a bond issue. Unfor¬ 
tunately, this cannot be a tax-ex¬ 
empt issue under a new IRS rul¬ 
ing, a situation criticized by 
White who stressed it would still 
be a “public improvement” bond 
issue.

Concerned About Traffic 

1 would like to mention a few 
additional points concerning the 
January 26 city council meeting, 
in which council voted 3-1 
(White opposed, Isaacs absent) 
to allow construction of a third 
Commerce Center building off 
Hanover Parkway. 

There were several citizens at 
that meeting who opposed the 
proposed office building or voiced 
concerns about it, Barry Schle- 
singer and I opposed it ma ; nly 
because it would generate con¬ 
siderably more traffic than the 
corporate suite hotel required by 
the covenants on the property. 
Dave Lechenheim, of Windsor 
Green, expressed concerns about 
the capacity of our roads to ac¬ 
commodate additional develop¬ 
ment. 

At the meeting I offered 
council morning and afternoon 
peak-hour traffic figures obtained 
from traffic generation rates pro¬ 
vided by the Maryland- National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission. These figures snowed 
that the office building would 
generate about 200 vehicle trips 
into the property during the 
morning peak hours, compared 
to only 50 trips in for the hotel. 
Similarly the office building 
would generate about 150 trips 
out of the property during the 
afternoon peak hour, compared 
to only about 50 trips out for 
the hotel. The figures further 
showed that the office building 
could generate as many as 7C0 
more total trips per day than th 2 
hotel. Despite these figures, 
council voted to approve the of¬ 
fice building. 

Furthermore, the Advisory 
Planning Board had issued an 
addendum report on the propos¬ 
ed office building, in whicn they 
stated that they did not support 
it, still felt the hotel was a “vi¬ 
able and desirable use for tne 
site/' and pointed out that “traf¬ 
fic impact has not been addres¬ 
sed in objective analysis." Thougn 
council formally accepted this 
report at the meeting, its con¬ 
tents were not even mentioned 
and apparently did not enter in¬ 
to their decision. (The report 
was not available to the puolic 
at the January 26 meeting.) 

I am disturbed that counc 1 
chose to completely ignore an 
APB recommendation which con¬ 
flicted with their own position. 

I am also disturbed that they 
took action despite a wruten re¬ 
quest irom couneilm ii Isaacs to 
defer action until he could be 
present. As council's APB liai¬ 
son, Mr. Isaacs surely would 
have brought out the APB re¬ 
port, insuring a more eomple e 
discussion. 

Council's decision to amend 
the covenants is not final, how¬ 
ever. They will have to vote on 
the new set of covenants. At 
that time, I hope that their de¬ 
cision will be based on a more 
complete factual analysis.

Writing for Relief 

Saturday, January 9 I was at 
my office after gum surgery — 
in pain but meeting deadlines. 
At 3 p.m. I was called and to-u 
my mother-in-law had ; U3t died. 
After a number of calls I re¬ 
turned to my work. About 
8:30 p.m., the combination of 
pain and grief was too much and 
I went out to drive home to find 
that my car had been stolen. 

I called 911 to report the thef‘ 
to the D.C. police. I was told I 
would have to wait one-and-a- 
half to two hours at the office 
for them to call back. My broth¬ 
er-in-law came and took me to 
his house where I called the 
D.C. police again. I was told I 
would have to wait. I gave them 
my home number. I arrived 
home about 10:15 p.m.; a D.C. 
policeman had called. 

I returned his call and was 
told that communications shut 
down at 10 p.m. Interesting city 
At about 1 a.m., Officei White 
from the Gaithersburg police 
came by and asked if 1 owned 
my car, was it stolen and had I 
reported it? The car was re¬ 
covered in Greenbelt with 
thieves. He called Greenbeit to 
arrange to have me nick it up. 
Ms. Boehm of Greenbeit com¬ 
munications (they were op.-n) 
called back to confirm — nice 
people. 

A Greenbeit officer, Michaei 
Jeffreys, told me he had respon¬ 
ded to a domestic call and 
found my car with three young 
men standing in front of the 
apartment. He approached tnem 
and saw the steering column 
was destroyed and arrested them 
for theft — but no report. On 
my behalf he called D.C. Dm 
glad he did it, I wou J have 
failed. 

Another nice Greenbeit offic 
er started my car and showed 
me how to shut it off. I am 
mechanically inept and when I 
got home I couldn't figure cut 
how to stop the car — pull the 
battery cable? Would I get 
zapped? No garages were ooen 
so I decided to get helo from the 
nearby MD State police. Tne 
Duty Officer didn't know how to 
help but needed my lice ise and 
registration. He would then 
check with Greenbeit, and if the 
car were mine he would try to 
help. Like a good citizen I gave 
him everything and then my 
gorge rose, “What thief in his 
right mind would come to you 
for help to stop a car he had 
just stolen? You must need to 
meet your arrest quota," sez 1 . 
“Arrest???!!!" sez he, I ask¬ 
ed for my materials back with 
thanks and I found myself 
handcuffed to a stanchion while 
they checked me out. 

Off to Montgomery County 
police nearby. They were all but 
deserted and no help. 

Back home I flagged down a 
Washington Post deliv’ e truck 
whose driver figured out how zo 
stop the car in a few minutes. 

There will be three trials for 
the thieves at three dieffrent lo 
cations at which 1 am subpoen 
aed to appear and testify that 1 
own the car, that it was sto^*. 
and then restitution will be or¬ 
dered. 

Thanks to the Greenbeit an 
Gaithersburg police departments, 
and to the devil with the rest. 
Hope the word doesn't get out 
in D.C. that the response time 
for the police department is two 
hours before 10 p.m. and every¬ 
body is free to do what they 
like until the next mormn>.

Dependents May Have 
To File State Tax Returns 

An individual, such as a stu¬ 
dent, who is claimed as a depend¬ 
ent on someone else’s federal in¬ 
come tax return, may have to 
file a federal income tax return 
themselves for the first time, de¬ 
pending on the kind and amount 
of their income. 

“For Maryland tax purposes, 
dependent taxpayers are treated 
simply as either single or mar¬ 
ried individuals, meaning you 
don’t have to file a state return 
unless you meet the filing re¬ 
quirements for your category 
listed in the state tax packet,*’ 
said Maryland State Comptrol¬ 
ler Louis Goldstein. 

“If you do have to file a state 
return, you are not allowed to 
claim a personal exemption for 
yourself, because that exemption 
is being claimed on another tax 
return. This means you cannot 
file the short form or use the tax 
tables, because personal exemp¬ 
tions are built into those calcu¬ 
lations,” he continued. 

Dependent taxpayers, especial¬ 
ly students, must file a state re¬ 
turn regardless of their amount 
of gross income if they had tax 
withheld from their pay and are 
due a state income tax refund. 

All 15 Maryland income tax 
offices are open Monday through 
Friday, 8:30 a.m. until 4:30 p.m, 
- including all state holidays, 
certain weekends and some ev¬ 
enings between now and the fil¬ 
ing deadline, Friday, April 15, 
1988. The extra hours are listed 
in the tax packet. 

State tax experts will com¬ 
plete the Maryland return free 
of charge as long as taxpayers 
bring a completed copy of their 
federal return and all W-2 
statements. 

The addresses and telephone 
numbers are listed on the back 
of the tax packet and in moit 
local telephone directories. The 
toll-free number for state tax 
assistance is 1-800-MD TAXES.

Dr. James Taylor MeCarl, 59, a member of the Green- 
belt dental family of Drs. MeCarl, MeCarl, MeCarl & Mc- 
Carl, who was also a guiding force in the development of 
three local churches, died at home in Columbia, Maryland, 
of cancer on Tuesday, February 16. 

Dr. James Taylor MeCarl 
moved to 7 Court of Crescent 
Road, Greenbelt in 1939 as a 
child member of one of the first 
families. His father was ap¬ 
pointed by the federal govern¬ 
ment to be the city dentist, 
though he was in private prac¬ 
tice. 

Dr. MeCarl was educated in 
the public schools in Greenbelt, 
where his father. Dr. James W. 

MeCarl, was the only dentist at 
the time. He attended the Um- 
virsity of Maryland, served ?r 
the Army in Japan, then later 
graduated from Bob Jones Uni¬ 
versity in South Carolina. He 
received his dental degree from 
the University of Maryland at 
Baltimore in 1955. Joined by 
his brother, Clayton, he practiced 
with their father in Greenbelt. 

Dr. J.W. MeCarl practiced until 
his death in 1967. 

Dr. Jim's son, David, will join 
the practice next year. His niece, 

Sally, is a hygienist and his two 
nephews, Clayton, Jr., and Jay, 
joined the practice in 1984. 

Dr. J. Taylor MeCarl lived for 
ten years on Woodland Way with 
his wife, Bette, and their five 
children, who usually could be 
found playing in the middle of 
the street. 

In the 1960's, Dr. MeCarl help¬ 
ed develop and strengthen the 
ministry of the Greenbeit Bap¬ 
tist Church. In the 1070’s, he 
served to expand the ministry of 
the Bethel Baptist Church in El¬ 
licott City. In the 1980's he 
helped found and guide the 
Lamplighter Christian Church in 
Columbia with his son, Paul, who 
serves as the pastor. 

He served as president of the 
Columbia Chapter of the Full 
Gospel Businessmen's Fellow¬ 
ship, and often gave counsel and 
help to those incarcerated and 
to those suffering from substance 
abuse, as well as those needing 
general spiritual counsel. He was 
a frequent lay speaker in area 
churches. 

Dr. MeCarl is survived by his 
wife of 39 years, Bette, of Co¬

Cherrywood Ln. Extension 
Design Work is Completed 

County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening has announced completion 
of design of the second phase of 
the project to extend Cherry- 
wood Lane north over the Belt- 
way (1-95) to Edmonston Road 
(MD Route 201). Construction 
will include a 52-foot-wide road¬ 
way, a 'bridge over the Beltway 
and a traffic signal at Edmon¬ 
ston Road. 

The project will be constructed 
in two phases: Phase I will be 
the roadway from Ivy Lane to 
MD 201, and Phase II will be 
the extension from the existing 
roadway to Ivy Lane, including 
the bridge over the Beltway. 
This facility will be needed to 
provide access and complete the 
circulation from the north side 
of the Beltway where Capital 
Office Park is located to the pro- 
posted Metro Station west of 
Springhill Lake Apartments.

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GHI Board Acts to ImplementTowing 
Authority (or Parking Regulations 


by Mavis Fletcher 

The board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. passed 
a resolution to implement 
the vehicle towing authority 
contained in a Prince Geor¬ 
ges County code ordinance 
passed last year by the coun¬ 
ty council. Under the reso¬ 
lution. GHI agrees to idem- 
nify the county for any ex¬ 
penses or claims against the 
county resulting from tow¬ 
ing vehicles from GHI pro¬ 
perty. 

According to GHI Manager 
Ron Colton's report to the board, 
the resolution is required by the 
county before vehicles can be 
towed by private property own¬ 
ers. In response to a question 
by Director Wayne Williams, As¬ 
sistant Manager Steve Wright 
said that GHI's insurance would 
adequately protect the cooper¬ 
ative against such claims. 

Colton emphasized that GHI 
does not intend to tow many 
cars and that efforts will be 
made to contact the member 
owning the car before it is tow¬ 
ed. He said, however, that in 
cases of persistent violations or 
flagrant abuses (such as park¬ 
ing in Are lanes), c|ts will be 
towed. He gave the board a 
draft letter which will eventual¬ 
ly be sent to all members ex¬ 
plaining the towing policy. 

Presales Education 

The board spent much of the 
evening discussing how prospec¬ 
tive members of the co-op can 
be educated about the realities 


of co-op living before they sign 
a contract for a unit. Colton's 
report said that the staff is re¬ 
ceiving “an increasing number of 
complaints from prospective pur¬ 
chasers who state they were giv¬ 
en incomplete or inaccurate in¬ 
formation at the time they sign¬ 
ed a sales contract to purchase." 
In some cases, he indicated, the 
purchasers did not wish to com¬ 
plete the purchase. Colton noted 
that such members do not “be¬ 
come happy or productive mem¬ 
bers of the community," 

The discussion by board mem¬ 
bers, staff, and some members 
present centered around some 
method (voluntary or mandatory) 
for getting prospective buyers 
to attend an orientation session 
before they put down a deposit 
or sign a sales contract. Colton 
noted, “We have a responsibility 
as a co-op to promote consumer 
education." 

Suggestions for accomplishing 
this education ranged from a 
requirement that GHI should ra¬ 
tify all sales contracts, to Direc¬ 
tor Andrea Haslinger's proposal 
that boa~il members take turns 
at being “on call” on weekends 
to give prospective buyers the 
orientation course. 

Director Mac Wirick asked 
how much additional staff time 
would be required to give such 
orientation. Colton thought in 
the long run and considering 
that fewer complaints would 
have to be dealt with, little ad¬ 
ditional work would be required. 

Director Betty Deitch worried 
about prospective sellers who 


might lose a sale if a buyer 
could tie up a unit and then 
have to wait, perhaps for days, 
to take the orientation course. 

Williams said he hesitated to 
go directly to a mandatory ac¬ 
tion, and preferred a method 
which would offer orientation. If 
the buyer then refused, the buy¬ 
er would have to sign a state¬ 
ment of refusal. Director Nancy 
Hutchins noted that sales con¬ 
tracts tend to be signed on week¬ 
ends and that finding a time to 
give the orientation might be 
difficult. 

In the end. President Margaret 
Hogensen summed up the vari¬ 
ous suggestions and asked the 
manager to get some advice 
from the corporation counsel be¬ 
fore coming back with recom¬ 
mendations. 

Parcel 1 

Ruth Kastner, chairperson of 
Save The Green Belt, an activist 
group trying to prevent devel¬ 
opment of Parcel 1, attended the 
board meeting to urge the board 
to restate its support for acquir¬ 
ing the whole tract, which ad¬ 
joins many GHI properties, for 
park land. Members Marsha 
Barrett, Paul Downs, and David 
Vincent also attended in support 
of this goal. In a letter to tht 
board, Kastner expressed fears 
that the board's discussion dur¬ 
ing its January 28 meeting 
might be misconstrued as “in ef¬ 
fect giving GHI's consent to de¬ 
velopment," 

During the January 23 meet¬ 
ing, the board had discussed 


what Hogensen called “contin¬ 
gency plans" if development 
does go ahead. Hogensen assur¬ 
ed Kastner that no action of the 
board was intended to convey 
that the entire parcel should not 
be acquired. Many of the other 
board members also expressed 
similiar positions. 

Williams expressed the hope 
that the group which Kastner 
heads will stay in existence. He 
said he is convinced that much 
more development will be tried 
in Greenbelt and that it is im¬ 
portant to have such a group in 
place. Noting that the city 
council “has to look at the mon¬ 
ey, and that the (GHI) board 
has to look at the impact on 
members," he said that an inde¬ 
pendent group which can look 
“at it from the point of view of 
preferences" is valuable. 

Annual Meeting 

The board designated the 
Board Room in the GHI admin¬ 
istration building on Hamilton 
Place as the annual meeting pol¬ 
ling place. The voting is usual¬ 
ly held in the city council cham¬ 
ber in the municipal building. 
According to Joan Freeman, Di¬ 
rector of Member Services, that 
location will not be available 
this year because of a schedule 
conflict. 

Some of the significant dates 
leading up to the May 18 annual 
meeting were listed for the 
board: midnight, Saturday, Ap¬ 
ril 23 is the deadline for placing 
an item on the agenda by peti¬ 
tion; notice of the meeting and 
the agenda will be mailed (first 
class) to the membership be¬ 
tween April 28 and May 8; biog¬ 
raphies of the candidates are 
due by Monday, May 2. 

Other Items 

Colton reported to the board 
on a proposal by Governor Don¬ 


ald Schaefer to repay desposit- 
ors whose money is still tied up 
in defunct savings and loan in¬ 
stitutions. The proposal, which 
must be approved by the Mary¬ 
land legislature, would provide 
enough state money to ensure 
that all depositors would be re¬ 
paid in full by the end of 1989. 
Colton said, however, that large 
depositors (of which Gtll is one) 
would get their money later, 
rather than earlier, under this 
proposal. 


Proposed legislation which 
would provide immunity from 
liability for unpaid volunteers 
who serve on the board of direc¬ 
tors of cooperatives had been on 
the board's agenda for discussion. 
According to Colton's report, the 
bill had been introduced at tne 
request of the board of the 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative. 
However, at the board meeting, 
Colton said that the bill had 
been withdrawn. Therefore n > 
discussion of the merits of the 
legislation was held. 


The next meeting of the GHI 
board of directors will bt held 
on February 25.
